HE WHICH DAY, in preſence of us Notaries publick, and 
Witneſles underſcribing, COMPEARED perlonally, Wilham 
Wilſon, one of the Under-Clerks of Seſſion, Depute Ma- 
- riſchal, for himſelf, as Procurator for, and in Name and be- 
halt of William Eul Mar:{chal, Lord Keith and Altrie, & c. Great Ma- 
tiſchal of the Kingdom ot SCOTLAND, Heretable Keeper ot the Regalia 
thereot, Viz. CROWN, SCEPTI ER and SWORD; and there, in preſence 
of David Earl ot Glaſgow, Lord Boyl, Gc. Lord Treaſurer-depute, (who 
for himſelt, and in Name of the remanent Lords Commiſſionets of the 
Treaſury, was preſent to receive the above Regalia) the ſaid W/+//;am Wil. 
ſon, attet producing and reading a Procuratory granted by the ſaid Noble 
Barl to him, of the Contents therein and aſtet · mentioned, Dated and Re- 
ifired in the Books ot Council and Seſſion, on the Twenty Fifth Day of 
March inſtant; did alſo produce to the (aid Lord Treaſurer de pute a Sche- 
dule ſigned by him and us Notaries publick underlubcribing, containing 
an Inventory and particular Deſcription of the ſaid Regal a, as follows. 
THE IMPERIAL CROWN OF SCOTLAND, is of pure Gold, En- 
riched with many precious Stones, Diamonds, Pearls, and curious Ennam- 
lings. Its Parts and ſpecitick Forms are thele, 1mo, It is compoſed of 2 
large brpad Circle or Fillet, which go*s round the Head, adorned with 
Twenty two large precious Stones, vis. I opazes, Amethyſts, Garnets, 
Emeraulds, Rubies, Hyacinths in Collets of Gold of various Forms, and 
with curious Ennamlings, and betwixt each of thoſe Collets and Stones 
were interpoſed great Oriental Pearls, but one of them is now wanting, 
ado, Above the great Circle, there is another ſmall One, formed with 
Twenty Points, adorned with the like Number oi Diamonds and Saphyrs 
alternatively, and the Points are Topped with as many great Pearls: At- 
ter which Form are the Coronets ot our Lord Barons. 3tio, The upper 
Circle is relevate or heightned with Ten Croſſes | loree, each being adorn- 
ed in the Center with a great Diamond, betwixt Four great Pearls, pla- 
ced in Croſs Saltire, 1 and 1; but ſome of the Pearls are wanting; and 
the Number extant upon the upper Part ot the Crown, beſides what are in 
the under Circle, and in the Croſr Patee, are Fifty One; and theſe Croſſes 
Floree ate iuterchan ed with — Ten higt Fleurs de lit, all alternative 
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with the foreſaid great Pearls below, which Top the points ol the e. 
cond ſmall Circle. Nota, This is ſaid to be the ancient Form of the 
Crown of SCOTLAND, ſince the League made betwixt Achaius King 
of Scors, and Charles the Great of France. The ſpecifick Form ot our 
' Crown differing from other Imperial Ciowns, in that it is heightned or 
raiſed \with Goſſor Horte alternatively with Fleurs de lii. The Crown of 
France is heightned only with Flewrs de lit, and that of England with Golſes 
Patee alternatively with Fleurs de lu. OUR CROWN OF SCOTLAND, 
ſince King Fames VI. went to England, has been ignorantly repreſented by 
Herauld Painters, Ingravers and other Tradeſmen, atter the Form ot the 
Crown of England with Croſſes Patee ; whereas there is not one but chat 
which Tops the Mond, but all Croſſes Flore, luch as we ſee upon our old 
Coins, and theſe which Top our old Churches: Thele Crowns were not 
anciently arched or cloſe. Charles VIII. ot France, is ſaid to be the Firſt 
in France who took a cloſe Crown, as appears by his Medals coined in the 
Year One Thouſand four hundred and ninety F. ve, being deſigned Impera- 
tor Orientis, Edward V. of England in the Year 1483 carried a clole Crown 
as is obſerved by Seiden; and our Crown is arched thus. 4to, From the up- 
per Circle proceed Four Arches adorned with ennamled Figures, which meet 
and cloſe at the Top, lurmounted with a Mond of Gold, or Celeſtial Glob, 
ennamled with blue.Szmec, or poudered with Stars crofled aud ennamled 
with a large Croſs Patee, adorned in the Extremities with great Peails ; 
duch a Croſs Tops the Church of Holy-rood-bouſe and cantoned with o- 
ther Four in the Angles. In the Center ot the Croſs Patee, there is a Square 
Amethyſt, which points the Fore-part of the Crown, and behind, or on the 
other Side, is a great Pearl, and on the Foot ofthe Palar Part of the Crols 
are thele Characters, J. R. V. by which it would appear, that King James 
V. was the Firſt that cloſed this Crown with Arches, and topped it with a 
Mond and Croſs Patee. +4. bil 
Yet it is evident, That the Money and Medal's coined in the Reigns 
of King James III. and IV. have a cloſe Crown ; and tis no leis clear, 
That the Arches of the Crown were not put there from the Beginning, 
or at the making of the Crown, becaule, Im, they are tacked by Tacks 
of Gold to the ancient Crown. 2do, The Workmanſhip of the Arch is 
not ſo good, and there is a {mall Diſtinction in the Fineneſs betyixt the 
firit and the laſt, the latter being ſuperfine Gold, and the other not io ex- 
actly to that Standard, whereof Trial has been made. Quinto, The Tiar 
or Bonnet ofthe Grown was of purple Velvet, but in the Year One Thou 
ſand Six Hundred and Eighty Five, it got a Cap ot crimſon Velvet, a- 
dorned as beiore with Four Plates of Gold richly wrought and ennamled, and 
on each of them a great Pearl halt Inch in Diameter, which appear between 
the F ur Arches; and the Bonnet is turned up with Ermine; Upon 
the loweſt Circle of the Crown immediately above the Ermine, there 
are Eight ſmall Holes diſpoled, Two and Two together on the Four 
Quarters of the Crown in the Middle Space betwixt the Arches, which 
were for lacing or tyirg thereto Diamonds ot precious Stones. The 
Crowa is Nine laches broad in Diameter, being I'Wenty Seven Inches

THE-SCEP TER, The Stem or >talk of the SCP TER being Silver dou- 
ble overgilt, is Two Foot long, of Hexagon Form, with Three Buttons 
or Knops anſwering thereto, Betwixt the Firſt Button and the Second 
is the Handle of Hexagon Form futling in the Middle and plain: Bet wixt 
the Second Putton and the Third, there are Three Sides Ingraven. 
Upon that under the Virgin Mar), one of the Statues, on the, Top of 
the Stalk, is the Letter J; upon the Second Side, under St. James the 
Letter R; and on the Iaird, under St. Andrew, the Figure 5. The 
Side betwixt ] and R. is Ingraven with Fourteen Fleur de lis, aud 
on the Side betwixt the Figure 5 and the Letter J. are Ten Thiſtles 
continued from one Stem trom the Third Button to the Capital, the 
Three Sides under the Statues are plain, and on the other Thrge are 
antick Ingravings, vis. Sacramenta) Cups, antick Meduſa's Heads, and 
Rullion Foliages. Upon the T op of the Stalk is an antick Capital of Leaves 
emboſſed; upon the Abacus whereot ariſes round the prolonged Stem, 
ſurrounded with three Statues, Firſt, chat of the Bleſſed Virgin Crowned + 
witn an open Crown, holding in ner right Arm our Bleſſed Savior, and 
in her Hand a Mond enſign'd with a- Croſs. Next to ber, on her right 
Hand, ſtands the Statue of St. Andrew in an Apoſtolical Garment, and 
on his Head a Bonnet like a Scots Bonnet, holding in his right Hatid a 8 
or Saltice, a Part whereof is bioken off, aud ia his left elevate à Boo 
open. On the Blefled Virgin's lett Hand, St. Andrew's > tight tland, 
ſtands another Statue ſeemmg to reprelent St. Famer, with the like 
Apoſtolical Garment, and a han<ing Neck ſuperadded thereto 3 and upon 
bis Head a little Hit like ro the Roman Prileam ; in his right Hand half 
elevate, a Book open, and in his Left a Paſtoral Staff, the Hezd is brok 
off, and avove each Statue being T wo Inches and an Half, excepti 
that of the Virgin, which is 2 little lets, the finiſhing of a Gothic Niche. 
Betwixt each Statue ariles a Rullion, in Form of a Dolphin very diſ- 
tinct, in Length Four Inches F-l:age along the Body, their Heads up wards 
and effronted inwards, and tue turning ot their Tails ending in a Roſe 
or (,;nq42/0il outward; Above theſe Rullions and Statues, ſtand ano- 
ther Hexagon Button or Knot, with Oak' Leaves under every Corner, 
and aud above it a Cihiy{tal Gab of Two laches and a Quarter Dia- 
meter within three Bars jointed above, where it is ſurmounted with Six 
4 and here ag4in with an Oval Glob topped with an Ot tental 
Pearl an Halt Inch Diameter. The whole Sceptec in Leagth is Thirty 
Four Inches. 

THE SWORD is in Length Five Foot, the Handle and Pommel are of 
$ilver overgilt, in Length Fifteen Inches; the Pommel is round and ſomewhat 
flat on the two Sides: On the Middle of each there is of emboſſed Work a 
Garland,” and in the Center there have been Two ennamled Plates which arc 
broke off, The Traverſc or Croſs of the Sword being of Silver overgilt, is in 
Length Seventeen Inches and an Half, its Fotm is like two Dolphins, the 
Heads joining, and their Tails ending in Accorns; the Shell is hanging down 


towards the Point of rhe Sword, tormed like an Eſcalop flouriſhed, or tathet 
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theſe Letters, JULIUS II. P. THE_SCABBARD is of Crimſon Velvet 
covered with Silver, gilded and wrought in Philagram Work into Branches of 
the Oak Tree Leaves and Accotns. On the Scabbard are placed Four round 
Plates of Silver overgilt, Two of them near to the Crampet are ennamled blue, 


Mouth of the Scabbard, oppoſite to the Heck, is a large ſquare Plate of Sil- 
ver, endamled Purple, in a Cartouche Azure, av Oak Tree eradicated. and 
fructuated Or, and above the Cartouche the Papal Enſign, viz. Two Keys in 
Saltire addoſſee, Their Bowls formed like Roles or Cinquetoils, tied with Trap- 
ings and Teſſels hanging down. At each Side of the Cartouche, above the 
eys, is the Papal Tiat invironed with three Crowns, with two Labbels tur- 
ned up, adorned with Croſſcs* Pope Julius II. who gifted the Sword to King 
ame, IV. had for his Armorial Figures, an Oak Tree fructuated, ( which 1s the 
eaſon that the Sword is adorned with {uch_Figures) a Hill and a Star, which 
two laſt Figures I find not on any Part of the Sword; If they have been on the 
. ewo ennamled Plates, which are loſt off from the Pommel, I know not; bur 
tis certain, this Pope had ſuch Figures, as appcats by theſe Verſes. made by 
Voltclihe, a famous [tahan Poet, as the ſame ate mentioned by Hermannus Hermes 
a German Writer, who gives us thele Lines tound in a Monaſtery,

And thereafter, upon Delivery of the above Regalia to the ſaid Lord Treafuret- 
Deputy, and upon Lodging thereof, with the foreſaid Deſcription ot the ſame, 
in an orderly Manner, in a Cheſt within the ſaid Crown Room, the ſaid Milli- 
am Milſon, as Procurator for, and in Name and Behalf of the {aid Huliam Earl 
Mariſchal, and in the Terms ot the ſaid Procuratory, PROTESTED, That the 
delivering up of the Regalia foreſaid, ſhall not wvalidate or be prejudicial to the 
ſaid Earl Mariſchal his Heretalyle Right ot keeping thereof, both in Time of 
Parliament and Intervals, either in the ſaid Ear! his Caſtle of Dunnotter, as 
hitherto his Anceſtors have done, or any where elſe within the Kingdom of 
Scotland, that his Lordſhip and his Succeſlors fha!l think ſecure and convenient: 
AS ALSO, in the Terms of the AR, ratifying the Union betwixt the King- 
dom of Scotland and the Kingdom of England, whereby it is Ripulated and a- 
greed by both Parliaments, That the Crown, Scepter, and Sword ot State, ſhall 
be continued to be kept, as they are at preſent, within the Kingdom of Kor- 
land, and that they ſhall ſo remain 1n all Time coming, notwithſtanding the U- 
nion, PROTESTED, That they ſhall remain within the ſaid Crown-Room in 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh; and in Caſe the Government ſhall find the Tranſpora- 
tion thereot from Edinburgh Caltle to any other ſecure Place within this KRing- 
dom at any Time hereafter neceſſary, PROTESTED ALSO, That the ſame 
may ,not be done, untill Intimation be made to the ſaid Earl Mariſchal and his 
Succeſſots, to the Effect, his Lordſhip, or they, may attend and ſee them ſafely 
tranſported, and ſecurely lodged. And made due and lawtul Intimation of the 
Premiſſes ro Colonel James Stuart, Deputy-Governor of the (aid Caſtle then 
preſent, that he might not pretend Ignorance. AS ALSO, as Procutator fore- 
ſaid, and likewiſe for himſclt, as continued Keeper of the ſaid Regalia, by De- 

utation trom the ſaid Earl Mariſchal, and the decealt George Earl Mariſchal his 

ather, ſince the Third Day of Auguſt One thouſand ſix hundred and eighty 
one Years, in the Reigns ot King Charles II. King James VII. King Hilliam aud 
Queen Mary, and of Her preſent Majelty Qucen ANNE, Declared, That the 
ſame are now deliveted to the ſaid David Earl ot Glaſgow, Lord Treaſurer-De- 

uty, for himſelf, and in Name foreſaid, in the ſame State, Caſe and Condition 

e then received the ſame ; and offered to give his Oath, that neither he =

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laid Niliam Wilſon, nor any, to his Knowledge, has ever, direQly or indi- 
realy, imbazelled, or taken away from che ſaid Regalia, any of the Jewels; 
Pearls, ot others appertaining thereto. AND THEREFORE SEEING he 
had with exact Cate, and continued Fidelity, honeſtly diſcharged the ſaid Truſt 
repoſed in him, did Proteſt to be liberate and exonered for his Adminiſttatio 
in the ſaid Oſſice, during the ſaid hail bygone Space, but Prejudice to the ſai 
Earl Mimi ſchal, of keeping the ſame in all Time coming as tormerly by himſelt, 
and the faid William Wilfoz as his Depute, or any other whom his Lordſhip ſhall 
appoint. And upon all and ſundry the Premitles, the ſaid Milliam Hilſon, as 
Procurator for, and in Name and Behalt of the ſaid Milliam Eat! Mariſchal, as- 
ked and took Inſtruments, One or more, in the Hands of us Notaties-publick 
underſubſcribing.
